REPORT OF THE POLICE STATION COMMITTEE 


The police station committee was organized two and one 
half years ago, because of a request by our police captain for 
additional space. This committee was appointed to investigate 
conditions at the police station and bring back recommendations 
to the town meeting. The committee consisted of Joseph Ma- 
honey, Charles Ames and Andrew Tufts. This group worked 
diligently with the captain of police and brought back recom- 
mendations for remodeling the existing police station. A small 
sum of money was advanced by the town and an architect was 
engaged to make preliminary sketches of the proposed altera- 
tions. This plan was brought back to the last annual town meet- 
ing and after much discussion the townspeople thought the 
estimated cost of remodeling, $175,000 was too high. Therefore a 
new motion was made increasing the size of the committee and 
instructing them to make further study of this project and re- 
port back to the next town meeting. Members added to this 
committee were Police captain, J. Clarence Nelson, Dyer Carroll, 
_Floyd Manning and Lawrence Macdonald. 


At their first meeting this committee organized by electing 
Joseph Mahoney, chairman and Lawrence Macdonald, Secretary. 

The committee in their many meetings have taken the at- 
titude that the town would prefer a new building rather than 
remodel the existing station. Yet, before exploring the possibil- 
ities of a new building your committee thoroughly checked the 
practicability of remodeling the present building. Although some 
members of the committee felt that by cutting on the previous 
remodeling plan, money could be saved, it was the unanimous 
opinion of the committee that even by doing this the results 
would not be worthwhile. Therefore your committee has taken 
the attitude that the only sensible answer to this problem is a 
new building. 

Before discussing a new building the new members of the 
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committee wanted to know whether or not a new building was 
needed. So much time was spent in determining the needs of our 
police department. After much investigation the committee 
agreed that a new police station was needed for the following 
reasons: 

The present station lacks storage space. 

The present station lacks privacy, police officers have no ac- 
cess to their lockers when people are being interviewed. 

There is no shooting range. 

There is lack of garage space. 

There is no room for civilian defense activities. 

There is no space for a matron. 

There is a detriment of morale because of unattractive 
quarters. 

There is no room for police to develop Police Athletic 
League. 

All equipment is out of date making maintenance cost high. 

A Library is needed for keeping records. 

There is no place for officers to study. 

Full time investigator cannot function because there is no 
room for him. 

There is no space for a photo room. 

There is no space for a fingerprint room. 

Clerk must work upstairs when he should be on the first 
floor. 

There is no desk space for the sergeants. 

Station does not comply with Youth Service Commission 
requirements. 

Building was built for four officers forty years ago, present 
force consists of twenty-four men, eight reserves and thirty-five 
auxiliary men. . 

After determining that there was no question of the need for 
a new police station, the committe’s next act was to first de- 
termine the basic requirements of a site for the new building. 
The following requirements were accepted as being basic lot re- 
quirments. 

Lot must be large enough to house a building 40 x 80. 

Lot must be large enough to have adequate parking facilities. 

Lot must have access to other areas without being tied up 
by traffic on Main street. . 

If necessary to take land, said land should be taxed as low as 
possible. 

Lot should fit in with the future development of the town. 


Site should be attractive, so that when a building is erected 
it would be an asset to the town rather than an eyesore. 
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Site should be within convenient distance of the square, 
i.e. not over one-quarter mile from the square. 

It was agreed that the new station should be within the 
bounds of Marble, Elm, Congress and Pine streets. 

It was immediately discovered that land in back of the 
West side of Main street would be unsuitable because this is 
a congested area with better built homes. The West side of Main 
street proper was seriously considered for it met the basic 
requirements of a site. After much discussion it was decided 
that a site on either the West or East sides of Main street would 
be impractical because in an emergency it might be necessary 
to buck Main street traffic and also the taxable value of the 
property was too high. Property in back of the East side of 
Main street was given serious thought because in this area 
there are several possible sites. Each possibility was discussed in 
detail. For instance the land in back of Lane’s garage on 
Spencer street. If this site were the one chosen it was felt the 
cost of building would be prohibitive because of water conditions 
on Spencer street. Another possibility was the old Boston and 
Maine building on Pine street. After measuring and checking 
this site and building it was found it was not nearly large 
enough for a police station. 

After many meetings and much discussion the committee 
decided that the most practical site would be right in the town 
community center, i.e. on the present town hall grounds or in 
the area around the town hall. If the new station were to be a 
separate building then the committee felt the most logical place 
for it would be on the land bounded by Pine and Emerson 
streets. You will notice in the town warrant under article 69 
it is possible for the town to proceed by purchasing this prop- 
erty. Another reason for the insertion of this article in the 
warrant is the fact that after narrowing our choice down to 
two possibilities we were made aware of the fact that some peo- 
ple feel that police business should be kept separate from town 
hall business. 

However, the members of your committee gave most seri- 
ous thought to whether or not police business needs a separate 
building. The unanimous opinion of the committee is that a 
new police station belongs right on the town hall grounds as 
an addition to the town hall. 

Some of you folks may remember that when the present 
town hall was erected it was planned that some day in the 
future another wing would be added to balance the building. 

A representative of your committee met three times with 
one of the members of the firm of Adden, Parker, Clinch and 
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Crimp, the architects that put up our town hall. Our representa- 
tive was informed that it was quite true it had been planned that 
in the future another wing would be added to our town 
hall. In a letter received by your committee on August 15, 1956, 
Mr. Crimp stated that the cost of adding another wing to our 
town hall would be approximately $200,000. Your committee 
proposes that the police department occupy the first floor 
and basement of the new wing leaving the top floor for 
other town purposes. With your police department using only 
two thirds of the new wing it would mean that it would only 
cost $134,000 to house our police department as compared to 
$175,000 to remodel the existing station. These figures are 
only relative because by the time the town gets around to 
putting a new wing on the town hall building costs will have 
increased. 


Your committee feels that a new wing on the present town 
hall is the most economical answer to providing additional space 
for our town departments for the following reasons: 


By utilizing space on the other side of the town hall money 
necessary to purchase a new site could be saved. We estimate 
that it would cost $75,000 to purchase land on Pine and Emer- 
son streets. 


A great portion of the cost of providing utilities such as 
water, electricity, and drainage could be saved for these things 
are already present in the town hall. 


The cost of moving communication wires necessary to 
police business would be the least for any site because the town 
hall is so near the police station. 


Any janitorial services would be at a minimum because 
such work could be supervised by the head janitor at the town 
hall. 


Because we have cast iron boilers in the town hall, there 
is a strong possibility that the existing boilers could be used for 
heating the new wing by adding new sections to the boilers. 

If this is done the cost of building a boiler room would 
be saved. 


Drainage could be taken care of by the large drain that 
now runs from the town hall thru the Congregational church to 
Main street. 

The members of the police station committee would like to- 
impress upon you that the recommendation to add a new wing 
to our present town hall is the most economical and practical 
way of caring for the needs of our town departments. 
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The police station committee desires to express their ap- 
preciation for the cooperation extended to them by the various 
town departments.

Work was started in mid-January, 1957, under the contract 
with C. C. Temple, and is progressing rapidly and satisfactorily. 
Contingency requirements to date have been moderate. 


The general scope of the present work includes: 
New roof on former Senior High section, including 
chimney repairs and repairs to back dormer. 
New electrical system from service entrance to feeder 
panels. 
New toilet areas in basement, first and second floors. 
New shower and locker room facilities for both girls 
and boys. 
New facilities for directors of athletics. 
New entrances on two doorways in old building. 
New steel stairwells from basement to third floor — old 
building. 
The Committee has held 24 meetings during the past year. 
In accordance with the instructions received at the Town Meeting 
of May 21, 1956, we are prepared to offer recommendations for ad- 
ditional repairs to the Junior High School building, and provision 
has been made in the Articles of the present warrant for this 
purpose. 


The resignation of Mr. Robert Callahan, an original member 
of the Committee, was accepted with regret during the year. His 
service with the Committee is gratefully acknowledged. The 
Committee also wishes to acknowledge publicly the extraordinary 
cooperation which it has received from the architectural firm of 
Rich & Tucker and the excellent work performed to date by 
C. C. Temple Construction Company.

VOTED that the following report be accepted as read: 

The following report has been prepared by the Committee 
appointed in accordance with the vote of the Town at the 
Special Town Meeting of May 21, 1956 under Article 10. The 
Committee was instructed under this article to “study the need 
for school site development and expansion in the Robin Hood 
School district, said survey to consider the present Robin 
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Hood School site and/or any other sites in the district.” This 
article further instructed the committee to report its findings 
and recommendations at the next Annual Town Meeting. 


In conducting this survey, your committee inspected, ex- 
amined, studied and analysed the following: (1) Robin Hood 
School Building and site, (2) present enrollment of Robin Hood 
School, (3) records showing number of pre-school children 
now known to be in district, (4) the census of Stoneham school 
children as of October 1, 1956, (5) land in district available for 
home building, (6) opinions of experts on number of homes 
that could be built on this land, (7) records of number of 
school children coming into Town in areas developed in last 
10 years. 


In the course of this survey the committee conferred and 
examined records of the following: (1) School Committee, (2) 
Supt. of Schools, (3) Town Engineer and private civil engineers, 
(4) Planning Board, (5) Building Inspector, (6) Mass. School 
Building Assistance Commission, (7) Town Clerk, (8) Finance 
Board and (9) Development Contractors. 


Present 

The present Robin Hood School is an elementary school 
consisting of eight (8) classrooms having been built in 1950. 
According to authorities in the field of education, it is recom- 
mended that the average number of elementary pupils per 
teacher be, 25 to 30 for the most effective instruction. On the 
basis of 30 (the highest recommended figure) the Robin Hood 
‘School has the capacity to accommodate 240 in its classrooms. 


As of the opening day of school in September 1956 Robin 
Hood had an enrollment of 295, necessitating the use of two 
sub-standard rooms in the basement of this building under the 
Auditorium. This condition has limited the use of the Audi- 
torium by the pupils as the noise makes it impossible to satis- 
factorily conduct the classes in the basement. 


Immediate Future 


Of immediate concern to your committee, was the influx 
in the building of new homes in this district that followed the 
rejection of the Planning Board’s Article to rezone portions of 
the north-west section of Town for general business. 

Bearing out our concern, we have determined that by the 
opening of school in September 1957, at least one hundred 
(100) new homes will be completed and occupied in this area. 

By using a proven method of predicting enrollments, which 
makes allowance for private, parochial and higher grade stu- 
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dents, we estimate eighty one (81) children will be entering 
the first six grades from the families moving into these new 
homes. 

This will bring the September 1957 Robin Hood School en- 
rollment to 376—an excess of 136 over capacity. 

We must also consider the number of pre-school children 
already accounted for in this district. As of October 1, 1956, the 
school census showed there were 351 in this category. There- 
fore, we can definitely anticipate an increase in enrollment 
each year from this factor alone, as it will be 1961 before there 
is any chance of the number of children leaving the sixth grade 
totaling the number entering the first grade. 

Future 

There are two phases to be considered in surveying the 
future and they are (1) birth rate and (2) construction of 
new homes. 

First we find the birth rate for Stoneham has been con- 
tinually increasing as evidenced by the fact that there were 
235 births to residents of this Town in 1951 and 368 in 1955. 
Because of this and other reasons, such as our increased popu- 
lation, we can expect a continuing increase each year. 

Secondly there are still 244 acres of vacant land in the 
Robin Hood School District, after allowing for land that will 
be affected by the new Route 28. If this acreage were to be 
used entirely for residential building, we are advised by engi- 
neers, the least number of houses we could expect under our 
present housing regulations would be 732. By using the same 
proven method of predicting enrollments as before, we have 
a most serious problem to consider. 


Conclusions 

It is most definite there is an immediate need for addi- 
tional school facilities at Robin Hood School, due to the present 
over-crowded condition plus the known in-migration (new resi- 
dents), and other factors previously discussed in this report. 

Recommendations 

After long and careful consideration and we believe in 
the best interest of our Town and children, this committee voted 
unanimously to make the following recommendations: 

That the town:— 

1. Construct an addition to the Robin Hood School consisting 
of ten (10) classrooms and other necessary facilities on the 
present site. (The Mass. School Building Assistance Com- 
mission has advised us they will approve State Aid for 
this addition.) 
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2. Appoint a Robin Hood School Addition Building Committee 
consisting of five (5) members to carry out recommenda- 
tion No. 1. 

3. Vote to have a long range School Needs Committee ap- 
pointed for the purpose of extending our survey to include 
all school districts for all grade levels. 

In order to thoroughly conduct this survey and make the 
best and most accurate report possible, it was necessary for us 
to solicit services, records and pertinent information from many 
individuals and departments of our Town. For their very able 
assistance we extend our sincere thanks.

REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Stoneham: 
The Board of Public Welfare herewith submits its annual 
report for the year 1957. 


Following the Annual Town Election, the Board held its 
first meeting on March 7, 1957, and was organized as follows: 


Donald J. Morrison, Chairman; Alton W. Estes, Secretary; 
and Michael J. Rolli, Clerk. 


At this meeting, it was unanimously voted that the Board 
of Public Welfare act as members of the Bureau of Old Age 
Assistance for the ensuing year and this Board was organ- 
ized as follows: 


Alton W. Estes, Chairman; Michael J. Rolli, Secretary; and 
Donald J. Morrison, Clerk. 


It was also unanimously voted to make the following 
appointments: 


Paul E. Houghton, Agent; Paul E. Houghton, Supervisor 
of Old Age Assistance; Thomas M. Hurley, Superintendent of 
Town Infirmary; and Gertrude A. Hurley, Matron of Town 
Infirmary. 


Meetings of the Board are held on the first and third 
Thursdays of each month, at which time all policies and activi- 
ties of the Department are discussed and acted upon. 


The office is open daily, Monday through Friday, from 
8:30 A.M. to 12:00 Noon and 1:00 P.M. to 5:00 P.M. 


At the time of organization, the department personnel con- 
sisted of an Agent, one Social Worker, a Senior Clerk and a 
Junior Clerk and Stenographer. The Department was without 
the service of one Social Worker but this was remedied later 
on in the year. Mrs. Harriet O. Whiting was appointed Social 
Worker on a permanent basis. 

All categories of relief are handled by this staff and each 
member is under Civil Service which is a requirement. 

The Federal Government reimburses the Town for approxi- 
mately 40 per cent of the Salaries and Expenses of the office. 

The Federal Government and State also reimburse the 
Town for approximately 84 per cent of Old Age Assistance Re- 
lief, 73 per cent of Aid to Dependent Children and 75 per cent 
of Disability Assistance. ' 

Receipts from the Federal Government are placed in a 
separate fund and are used only by the Welfare Department. 
These funds are used in figuring our annual appropriation and 
our request from the Town is reduced accordingly. 
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GENERAL RELIEF 

Our General Relief Case Load was lower in 1957 than in 
1956 and our expenditures were $20,918.33 which was approxi- 
mately $8,007.64 less in 1957 than in 1956. Hospital rates for 
Welfare Patients increased from $14.27 per day to $16.14 as 
of January 1, 1957, and this rate undoubtedly will increase 
again as of January 1, 1958. These rates are certified by the 
Commission on Administration and Finance in accordance with 
the General Laws. 

On September 1, 1957, the State Department of Public 
Welfare granted a cost of living increase of 5.7 per cent.

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DISABILITY ASSISTANCE 


This is a Federal-State-Town participating form of relief 
which is given to permanently disabled persons, 18 years of 
age and over. We now have 10 cases on our rolls which cost 
approximately $1,000.00 monthly. We have aided the same num- 
ber of cases in 1957 as in 1956.

OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


This category of assistance was very active during the year 
195%. A detailed report of this category of assistance will be 
found in the Report of the Bureau of Old Age Assistance. 


HELEN STOCKWELL FUND 

This fund was created and set up many years ago by the 
late Helen Stockwell. The income from this fund is used for 
hospital care for any needy resident of Stoneham who is not 
receiving relief through the Welfare Department. 

The Trust Fund is held and administered by the Boston 
Safe Deposit and Trust Cornpany and the Welfare Department 
designates who is eligible for benefits. The Welfare Depart- 
ment investigates all cases and approves all bills, which are 
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paid directly by the Boston Safe Deposit and Trust Company. 
This fund is set up to be used in a Stoneham Hospital of which 
we have one, the New England Sanitarium and Hospital. 

On May 19, of each year the unexpended balance is turned 
back into the principal and the income from this fund is now 
amounting to $5,000.00 per year. - 

Requests for the use of this fund were much higher in 
1957 than in 1956.

We herewith submit the twenty-seventh annual report of 
the Bureau of Old Age Assistance. This report is for the 
year 1957. 

The Bureau met on March 7, 1957 and organized as follows: 

Alton W. Estes, Chairman; Michael J. Rolli, Secretary; 
and Donald J. Morrison, Clerk. 

At this meeting the Bureau voted to appoint Paul E. 
Houghton-as Supervisor of the Bureau of Old Age Assistance. 

The Bureau held meetings on the first and third Thurs- 
day of each month during the year. 

All applications for assistance and revisits are considered 
and acted upon at these meetings and any other business nec- 
essary for the carrying out of this program is discussed. 


During the vear, at least two home visits were made to 
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all recipients and many additional calls were made to adjust 
grants and discuss problems of the recipient. 

On January 1, 1957 the Division of Hospital Costs increased 
the hospital rate at the New England Sanitarium from ~: old 
per day to $16.14. 

On September 1, 1957 the State Department of Public Wel- 
fare increased Old Age Assistance Grants by 5.7 per cent due 
to the increased cost of living. On September 15, 1957 the Nurs- 
ing Home rate was increased from $35.00 per week to $40.25. 
On October 29, 1957 the Law increased childrens exemptions 
for this category of relief. 

Cost of Medical care in this category of assistance con- 
tinues to be a major item of expense. This item is now costing 
approximately one-third of our monthly expenditures.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE STONEHAM HOUSING 
AUTHORITY 


Stoneham, Massachusetts. 
Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

In compliance with the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, the Stoneham Housing Authority 
hereby submits its annual report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1957. 

The Authority organized and has functioned continually as 
a body politic and a corporate entity since its creation by unani- 
meus vote at the Town Meeting on March 22, 1948. The Au- 
thority is a body entirely separate from the Town of Stone- 
ham or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

The annual meeting of the Authority was held, as directed 
by its By-laws, at the Town Hall in Stoneham, Massachusetts 
on Wednesday, April 10, 1957. 

The Authority, which consists of the same members since 
it organized in 1948 are as follows: 

J. Herbert Blinn, Chairman; Robert V. Brooks, Vice Chair- 
man; Edward F. McNevin, Treasurer; Donald A. Lawson As- 
sistant Treasurer and Arthur P. Coombs, Jr.; and Attorney John 
E. Finnegan, Executive Director and Counsel. 

The Authority owns three separate projects. Two are vet- 
erans housing projects and one is housing for the elderly. Vet- 
erans project 200-1 is situated at Calthea and Washington Streets 
and consist of 48 units in 12 quadruplex houses. Veterans pro- 
ject 200-2 is situated on Prospect Street and Washington Ave- 
nue and consists of 24 units in 12 duplex houses. There are 72 
families in these two projects with an average monthly rent 
of $48.25 including water costs. 

Korean veterans are now eligible for this Veterans Hous- 
ing Program if they were in the service between June 25, 1950 
and January 31, 1955. 

The critical demand for housing for veterans has been re- 
lieved to some extent and although the Authority has at all 
times an eligible list awaiting vacancies in the projects, we are 
now in a position to admit critical cases with much shorter no- 
tice than heretofore. Applications are available in either the 
Stoneham Housing Authority office or the Veterans Services 
office at the Town Hall. 

The admission limits range from $3950 to $4350, depend- 
ing on the number of children and after allowable deductions. 
The continued occupancy limits range from $4,400.00 to $4,800.00 
after allowable deductions. 
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The Authority held its annual spring inspection on both 
projects and found both the inside and the outside of the build- 
ings in a very satisfactory condition which reflects favorably 
on the management and the fine type of tenant in the projects. 

Tenant morale is high and the tenants with the cooperation 
of the Authority had a fine lighting display during the Christ- 
mas holiday season. 

The annual Town Meeting of 1955 voted to approve con- 
struction of housing for the elderly as authorized by the Legi- 
slature. 

A site owned by the Authority on Washington Avenue was 
selected and approved by the State Housing Board. 

Plans for 29 units for Housing for the Elderly were drawn 
and after approval by the State Housing Board were submitted 
for bids. Two offers for bids were rejected and upon the third 
submission the lowest bidder, Roberto Construction Company, 
Inc. of Wakefield was accepted. 

The total cost of the project including extras will amount 
to $262,856.89. There are 29 units in three buildings. Buildings 
are of brick construction and include a living room, a_ bed- 
room, full bath and an all electric kitchen. The Authority pro- 
vides electric refrigeration and electric stoves. 

The homes were completed and 90% occupied on December 
1, 1957. Minimum rent, which 90% of the tenants pay is $43.00 
per month with heat and water provided. Maximum rent on 
667-1 is $49.00 per month. 

There are 21 single units and eight double units for 
couples. Rent is not affected by the size of the dwelling. 

Tenants for the Housing for the Elderly project must be 
at least 65 years of age and residents of Stoneham. 

Management and supervision of these projects is under the 
direction of Attorney John E. Finnegan, Executive Director, for 
whose conscientious and able supervision the Authority is most 
grateful. 

The Stoneham Housing Authority wishes to take this op- 
portunity to thank the Superintendent of Public Works, Mr. 
Edwin Caliahan and his staff for their tireless efforts in our be- 
half. We are also grateful to the legislative and administrative 
bodies of the Town of Stoneham, the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and to the townspeople for their continued support. 
Last, but not least may we thank our good tenants for their 
fine cooperation and interest as shown in the care of our pro-

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT FOR 1957 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

The following report of the Fire Department for the year 
1957 is respectfully submitted. 


The personnel of the Fire Department consists of, one (1) 
Chief; three (3) Captains; three (3) Lieutenants; eighteen (18) 
Privates; one (1) Mechanic; and five (5) Call Fire fighters. 


The Department answered 842 Alarms in the past year of 
which 148 were bell alarms (13 of which were false), 32 Mutual 
Aid calls, 694 still alarms including 31 inhalator cases. 


There were used at fires during the year 32,250 feet of 2% 
inch hose, 32,300 feet of 1% inch hose, 76,300 feet of booster line 
hose, 2,673 feet of ladders, 570 pounds of carbon dioxide gas, and 
4,840 cubic feet of oxygen. 


The amount of property endangered by fire was $272,890.48. 

The amount of property lost by fire was $64,932.55. 

The amount of insurance paid was $59,932.55. 

The net loss for the year was $5000.00. 

During the year there were 31 complaints received, which 
were investigated by the department, some of these with the co- 
operation of the State Fire Marshal’s office and our local Build- 
ing and Wire Inspector. 


There have been 195 oil burner inspections, 15 liquefied 
petroleum gas inspections, 48 blasting permits issued and 12 in- 
spections made in the retail business district of the Town dur- 
ing the past year. 

Regular inspections have been made of all schools, nursing 
homes, Home for the Aged, and the New England Sanitarium 
and Hospital. 

Fire drills were conducted by the department at regular in- 
tervals in all the public and private schools during the year. 

Druing the past year the members of the department have 
drilled with the equipment at various times throughout the year 
to remain thoroughly familiar with the equipment and the use of 
it. 

The motor equipment consists of two (2) 750 gallon Sea- 
grave pumping engines with auxiliary pumps capable of deliver- 
ing up to a thousand pound pressure for use as a fog pump, a 750 
gallon Seagrave pumping engine, a 100 gallon Seagrave pump- 
ing engine, a 200 gallon pumping engine, equipped with a 200 
gallon booster tank, two 300.foot booster line reels and 1800 feet 
of 1% inch hose, a 65 foot Seagrave Junior Aerial ladder truck, a 
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Chrysler Chief’s car and an ER equipped Ford service truck 
for Fire Alarm use. 

I wish to call to your attention at this time that Engine 4, a 
200 gallon pumping engine purchased in 1945, should be replaced 
in 1959. 

Due to the growth of the Town and the amount of property 
being developed, and with the number of service calls answered, 
I feel that the permanent personnel of the department should 
be increased by five (5) men in 1958, so as to give the citizens 
of the Town the best protection that is possible. 

The Fire Alarm system is in good condition and I recom- 
mend that new underground cable be installed from Union Street 
to Elm Street in the near future. 

I wish to express my thanks and appreciation to Mr. Donald 
J. Morrison, Supervisor of the Fire Department, and to the 
Board of Selectmen, for the cooperation shown by the Board in 
dealing with the problems of the Department. 

In concluding this report, I wish to express my thanks and 
appreciation to the Police Department, the Building and Wire 
Inspector, Bernard H. Corbett, and all other Town officials, de- 
partment heads and the officers and members of the Fire De- 
partment, and the citizens of the Town, for their cooperation 
and assistance during the past year.

To the Board of Selectmen and to the Citizens of the Town 
of Stoneham: 

The following report of the Personnel Board for the year 
1957 is respectfully submitted. 

Mr. Frank R. Noyes was appointed to a 5 year term to fill the 
vacancy when the term of Mr. John P. English expired and took 
office May 1, 1957, at which meeting Mr. Harrison Hyer was 
re-elected Chairman and Mr. Arthur G. Chapman was re-elected 
Secretary to the Board. . 

There were 31 official Board meetings held during the year 
and several conferences with various department heads or 
representatives. 

As members of the Massachusetts Municipal Personnel 
Boards Association, Board members attended a two day semi- 
nar at the University of Massachusetts, Amherst, in June and 
the regular annual meeting of the Association in December 
at Framingham. 

As of December 31, 1957 there are a total of 171 Town 
Employees: 140 permanent; 11 permanent part time; and 20 
temporary.

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| 7 REPORT OF THE 
TRUSTEES OF STONEHAM PUBLIC LIBRARY | 


The 99th annual report of the Trustees of the Stoneham 
Public Library is herewith presented as a report of progress 
and service to the Townspeople of Stoneham. 

At the March meeting of the Stoneham Library Trustees 
held Tuesday evening March 5, 1957, Mr. Fred A. Lawson was 
unanimously elected Chairman of the Board, and Mrs. Nance B. 
Barnstead, Secretary. The following appointments for the year 
1957 were made: 

Book Committee: Nance B. Barnstead, John W. Farquhar- 
son. 

Music Committee: Kathryn B. English, John N. Kelly. 

Building and Grounds Committee: Elbert R. Boyd, John N. 
Kelly. 

Finance chairman: Elbert R. Boyd. 

The first matter of business for the Library year was a 
discussion of plans for putting into action several projects which 
the Trustees had envisioned when the work of rehabilitating 
the Library facilities was accomplished early in 1956. 

These plans included the extension of music appreciation 
through record concerts and the organization of an auxilliary 
group to be called “Friends of the Stoneham Public Library,” 
whose objects would embrace many cultural activities which 
‘are normally a part of a well-rounded Library program and 
which our Library with its beautiful hall and modern kitchen 
is so ideally equipped to handle. 

Hence it was with great satisfaction that we found that Mr. 
James S. Healey, our new Librarian, was enthusiastic in his 
desire to carry out such a program. 

We are very happy to report that the activities of the re- 
cently organized ‘Friends’ have already exceeded our fondest 
hopes. 

Because this organization is doing so much for our Library 
we believe it is fitting to include the names of the officers and 
group leaders in this report: 

Officers: Mr. F. E. Luborsky, President; Mr. S. N. Hed- 
man, Vice President; Mrs. M. L. Waters, Secretary; Mrs. N. 
Arsenault, Correspondent Secretary; Mr. S. E. Perry, Treasurer. 

Activities Chairmen: Mr. Morris L. Waters, “Great Books 
Group;” Mr. and Mrs. S. N. Hedman, Art Activities; Mr. M. J. 
Files, Choral Group; Mrs. Vita Rolfsen, Dramatic Group. 

During the summer the Stoneham library was the recipient 
of the gift of a large World Globe and a fine table. This was 
presented by Mr. and Mrs. Donald C. Chase, the son and daugh- 
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ter-in-law of the late Prof. Charles H. Chase, who had served 
as a Trustee of the Stoneham Library over a period of fifty 
years and as its chairman for twenty-five years. 

Also, another gift presented to the Library this year was 
an American flag for Library Hall, given by Stoneham Post 
115, American Legion. Officers of the Legion Post presented 
this flag at the public record concert in October. 

In July, Mr. Koury of the Music Department of the Boston 
Public Library, was presented with a record album by the 
Trustees in appreciation for all the time and effort he had 
devoted to the record concerts held at the Stoneham Library 
throughout the past year. 

Late in September, the Trustees were made aware of the 
fact that the Librarian, Mr. Healey, would have to undergo 
surgery and that additional part-time help would be required. 
The manner in which the staff cooperated in this emergency 
was greatly appreciated by the Trustees. 

The Library was fortunate in having the voluntary services 
of several Stoneham Girl Scouts who offered to help out in 
Library work as part of their badge requirements, without re- 
muneration. These efficient Library aides performed many tasks 
and proved most helpful to the Library staff. 


At the October Board Meeting Mr. Healey was commended 
by the Trustees for his fine presentation of charts of facts and 
figures showing the growth of the Library past and present, 
including his predicted statistics for expansion and growth in 
the years to come. 


In November, the Trustees accepted with regret the resig- 
nation of Mr. Schmuch, who had accepted a position in another 
Library. In the brief time that Mr. Schmuch had worked in 
the Library, he had made many friends and had helped many 
adults and young people in reference and circulation. 


The Trustees promptly arranged an interview with Mrs. 
Alice F. Sullivan, who had submitted an application for the posi- 
tion of Circulation and Reference Librarian. Mrs. Sullivan 
made a very favorable impression on the Board with her neat 
appearance, pleasant personality, her intelligence and obvious 
suitability for the position. It was voted that Mrs. Sullivan be 
asked to accept the position left vacant by Mr. Schmuch. She 
accepted and stated that she would be ready to start work in 
one week. 


Mrs. Sullivan, a native of Lawrence, has a fine educational 
background for the position she has assumed. She has a Bache- 
lor of Music education degree from Northwestern University. 
She has done graduate work at the University of Connecticut

and has taken graduate courses in Library Science from Uni- 
versity Extension courses. Her Library references include the 
following: . 

At the Lawrence Public Library she was Assistant Refer- 
ence Librarian, was Music Librarian at the University of Conn- 
ecticut, worked at Boston College in the School of Social Work, 
and at Boston University in the Physical Research Library. 

The Board of Trustees feel sure that Mrs. Sullivan will 
prove a valuable addition to the Library Staff in the months 
to come. 

_ The Stoneham Garden Club has again generously provided 
flower arrangements for the rotunda throughout the year. The 
Trustees and Library Staff are most appreciative of this fine 
contribution of time and talent by the Garden Club members. 

The coming year with all its activities will be one of con- 
tinued progress. To meet the growing needs one addition to the 
staff will be necessary. 

Physical requirements include the need for painting the 
outside trim of the Library building and an article will be in- 
serted to replace the twenty-five year old coal burning stokers 
with an oil burner, for economy and efficiency. 

When these improvements have been completed the build- 
ing, in which we now take great pride, will be in as near a per- 
fect condition as any public building can be. 

During the coming year we shall be looking forward and 
planning to fittingly celebrate the 100th anniversary of the 
Stoneham Public Library which occurs in 1959. It is significant 
to note that our Stoneham Public Library is said to have been 
the second free Public Library in the State.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 
To the Trustees of the Stoneham Public Library, 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentiemen: 

It is my pleasure to present to you, this, the 99th annual 
report of the year 1957, a year of great achievement for the 
Stoneham Public Library. 

Too often, Libraries have a habit of dying by the poison 
of dis-use. The only antidote for such a disease is the use of 
the Library by the entire community. Rather than being a mere 
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book warehouse, the Library must take its ideas into the mar- 
ket place. For truth never comes off second best in any argu- 
ment. Thus, the Library, as a bastion of truth, must take itself 
to the people, instead of waiting for the people to come to 
the Library. 

This is exactly what we have done in 1957 in Stoneham. 
We have carried the Library to the people of the Town, in any 
way that we thought that they would use us. The Library, long 
accustomed to being a center of thought and reflection, is on 
its way to being a true community center for all of the people 
of Stoneham. We have offered many services to the people and 
they have not only accepted these services, but they have bound 
them to their hearts with hoops of steel. But in saying that we 
have offered many services to the Town, let me not forget to 
say that the one thing which characterizes the people of Stone- 
ham is the great generosity of interest that they all have. With- 
out this generosity of interest, nothing that we would do would 
be of value. 

The Staff 

Nineteen fifty-seven was a year of change for the staff. In 
April, Mr. Joseph J. Schmuch took the position of Circulation- 
Reference Librarian. He remained but a few months, leaving 
in November to take the position of Assistant Librarian at the 
Reading Public Library. We were happy for Mr. Schmuch in 
his advancement, but unhappy at his loss. The gap left by his 
departure was ably filled by the addition to the staff of Mrs. 
Alice Forsythe Sullivan. Mrs. Sullivan comes to us as a veteran 
of many libraries, including the Lawrence Public Library, the 
University of Connecticut, Boston College and Boston Univer- 
sity Libraries. ‘ 

Late in August, we lost Miss Bernadene Bacon, our part- 
time assistant. She entered Keuka College in New York. Taking 
her place we have Miss Patricia Ward, as assistant to Miss 
Golding in the Children’s Room. 


Other than these changes, the staff remained the same. 
Miss Solglad Burtch continued as Cataloger with her usual able 
competence. Miss Margaret I. Golding, Children’s Librarian, 
despite the vast increases in her department, managed to con- 
tinue her excellent work. Mr. Henry Wetzler, Custodian, proved 
again, that a man’s work, when carried out well, doesn’t need 
his presence to show it off. Mrs. Sara MacDonald, Library As- 
sistant, had her smile for all of our patrons, and added to the 
friendliness of the Library. Rounding out the staff was Mrs. 
Mary Ward, our part-time assistant in the Adult Department 
who could always be counted on to be here when she was needed. 
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Library Activities 


| Few libraries have been as active as the Stoneham Public 
.Library in the year 1957. In the year past, many ideas have 
been put forth for the perfecting of service and use. 


In January 1957, a concert series was begun. Using records 
and Library Hall, a regular symphonic program was presented. 
In the six concerts held, one a month, 150 people took advantage 
of the music, Mr. Koury’s program notes and the general re- 
laxed enjoyment of the evenings. Coffee break intermissions 
were held beginning in March, thanks to the idea of Mrs. Pearl 
Mayman and Mrs. Florence Luborsky. The ladies of the Board, 
and the wives of the gentlemen members each poured at one 
of the concerts. Often, people would stay in the kitchen, finish- 
ing the coffee, and washing the dishes until midnight. The con- 
certs also served for the basis of an article which the Librarian 
published in the Bay State Librarian, the journal of the Massa- 
chusetts Library Association. 


In October, a new series was opened. Mr. Koury worked out 
an idea that has already proved very popular. The present series 
deals with music in its various forms, and the development of 
those forms. Already, we have had evenings on the symphony, 
and one on the opera. We both realize of course that it is im- 
. possible to play even a fraction of the music that we would like 
to play. However, the idea behind the concerts is to encourage 
people to seek out more of the best by using our excellent rec- 
ord collection. 


Turning to more basic work, a complete evaluation of the 
Library’s resources was begun early in the year. This is a long 
and very time consuming process. But it will, when completed 
enable us to determine where we must buy to strengthen our 
collections. Our criteria for this evaluation have been not only 
the regular Library tools for such a work, but also the needs 
and the ideas of the people of Stoneham. 


Late in the year, one of our biggest activities was started. 
I have long felt that Library School cooperation was important. 
The Library, through the Children’s Department, has been send- 
ing books to the schools for some years now. With the coming 
of Dr. Michael Scarpitto, new Superintendent of Schools, this 
co-operation has grown to considerable proportions. Dr. Scar- 
pitto brought forth his “Reading for Pleasure,” and I was asked 
to serve on the committee to put this operation into immediate 
and effective programming. And though it has at times taxed 
our resources to the limit, it has given the Library more of an 
opportunity to take part in the education of the children of 
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Stoneham. Dr. Scarpitto’s work has helped us make the Library 
even more community minded. 

One of the most significant events in the busy year was 
the formation of the “Friends of the Stoneham Public Library” 
group. Formed in September with eight people, it now numbers 
nearly 150. This is a remarkable growth for any organization. 
The membership is composed of people who are interested in 
the Library, and what it can offer to the community. The 
Friends have as their goal, as stated in their constitution, “To 
foster and stimulate interest in the community of the needs and 
the services of the Stoneham Public Library. To enrich the cul- 
tural life of the community.” 


With these goals in mind, the Friends went directly to 
work. In December, aided by the efforts of the Librarian, they 
had the world famous Jazz critic, Father Norman I. O’Connor, 
CSP, for an evening. Father O’Connor talked through a great 
range of subjects and discussed the problems of jazz, not only 
in the music but in the life of the men who write and play 
the music. 


Fresh from this successful evening, two nights later, the 
first meeting of the Great Books Discussion group was held in 
Library Hall. The Great Books Discussion series is designed 
around a series of readings from the best works the mind of 
man has produced. And to show that these works are not life- 
less and dead, each is used for the basis of a discussion. An 
eternal problem of man is brought up in each of the works. The 
motto of the Great Books is “Learn to Listen, and Listen to 
Learn.” Many people had asked about the possibility of such a 
series, and it was put into effect, thus showing again that the 
wishes of the people are utmost in the minds of those who are 
connected with the Library. 


In the new year, to get ahead of ourselves for a moment, 
the Friends have several activities planned. Late in January, 
their first art exhibit is going on display in Library Hall. The 
former “Home Front Chorus” is being rejuvenated as a civic 
choral group and a Spring concert is planned. The most valu- 
able fact of all the Friends’ activities is the way in which they 
are making more people aware of the Library and its possible 
use to the community. 


The Library has been the meeting place of many organi- 
zations throughout the year 1957. The Woman’s Club of Stone- 
ham, the Garden Club, the Stoneham Community Council, of 
which the Library is a participating member, the Visiting 
Nurse Association, Girl Scout and Boy Scout leaders, the Stone- 
ham Historical Society, the United Parent Council, the Stone- 
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ham Auxiliary Police, the League of Women Voters, the Friends 
of the Stoneham Public Library, the United Fund, the Catholic 
Women’s Club, the Stoneham Home Front Trustees, the Stone- 
ham Ski Club, and other groups and organizations have used 
Library Hall at varying times throughout the year 1957. 


The Librarian’s Activities 

As Librarian of the Town of Stoneham, my activities have 
been many and varied. Besides my duties as administrator, there 
have been many tasks outside of the Library. 

The first of these duties was my speaking engagements, at 
many meetings throughout the year. Some of these appear: 
ances were before the Stoneham High School PTA, and the 
Stoneham Catholic Women’s Club. I have given book reviews 
to several groups; one of these groups was from the Unitarian 
Church, another was the International Relations Group and 
another was the Literary Group, both of the latter from the 
Stoneham Women’s Club. Panel discussions were also a part 
of my outside engagements; I took part in such discussions at 
the Baptist Church, and the Colonial Park School. Besides these 
activities, I have served on the scholarship searching commit- 
tee for the Senior High PTA, and the “Reading for Pleasure” 
Committee. 


As a member of the Stoneham Community Council, I was 
asked to serve as Residential Chairman for the United Fund, 
‘under the Drive Chairman, Dr. Max J. Klainer. The drive, more 
than very successful, proved to the Town, I hope, that when 
we say service here at the Library, we mean service, in all 
ways. I was ably helped in the Drive by Mr. Charles Wyman, 
and Mr. Walter Johnson. 

The basic idea behind all of these activities was that we 
want to be of service to all of the community in all ways. That 
is our job as a library. ie 


i: Statistics 
Statistics are usually dull. Not ours! They are graphic dem- 
onstrations of our service to Stoneham. The Adult Department 
statistics illustrate well the reading of the people of Stoneham. 
All previous records were broken. In line with predictions made 
in September, circulation increased nearly 10%, missing that 
increase by little more than 400 books. 

Most significant figure was the record album circulation. 
In 1956, the Library circulated 1,413 records. In 1957, however, 
the total more than doubled with the figure reaching to 3,016. 
This figure can be attributed to many features. First, there is 
general rise in the popularity of music at this time. But the pur- 
chases of records that we have made had a great deal to do with 
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this figure. Furthermore, the concerts that have been held 
have also increased the use of our records. Whatever. the rea- 
sons, we hope to be able to serve more people through making 
the service of the Library known to more, and letting them 
know what they can get here. 

As for books, 22,183 non-fiction works were circulated. Cou- 
- pled with 40,605 fiction books taken out, we have a total of 
60,205. We registered 680 people; 426 were taking out Library 
cards for the first time, and 254 were transferred from the 
Children’s Room. 


Speaking of the Children’s Room, we find the same sort of 
growth, not only due to Dr. Scarpitto’s work, but in the gen- 
eral over-all use of the Room. Miss Golding circulated 12,321 
non-fiction works, 41,950 fiction works, giving a total of 54,337, 
again, nearly a 10% increase over 1956. Five hundred and fif- 
teen children were registered for the first time, and they be- 
came a part of the 2,335 children that were registered in the 
Children’s Room. Adding this number to the total of 4,625 
adults, we have a total of 6,960 people registered, about 40% 
of the population of the Town. The total book circulation for 
both departments was 120,141. 


In Miss Golding’s active Children’s Room, besides the regu- 
lar duties of her position, she found time to take several Brownie 
and Girl Scout troops on explanatory tours of the Library. She 
also found time to do the same with many classes from the 
Stoneham schools. 


A story hour was held from January through June. Due to 
the great rise in her work, Miss Golding was unable to con- 
tinue these hours in the latter part of the year. However, plans 
are being laid so that she may re-open the series in the Spring 
of 1958. 


A Look Into The Future 
No report would be complete without a look to the future. 
As the Library grows in size and operation, the question of 
expansion must be brought up. The Town of Stoneham is not 
of sufficient size to warrant the building of a separate branch. 
However, as the load increases at the Public Library the prob- 
lem of space becomes acute. 


As 1958 moves on, I look to the completion of our resource 
survey. This will require more work, and much thought on the 
part of the staff and the Board of Trustees. 

Thanks 

My thanks goes to my staff, who have done so much, 

both to make my ideas workable and successful, and for the 
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wonderful way they have helped to make the Library a very 
friendly place. 

To the Stoneham Garden Club, my thanks goes for their 
very pleasant floral decorations throughout the year. We ap 
preciate not only the color they bring to the Library, but the 
ingenuity they have shown in their work. 

‘My thanks to the Girl Scouts of Stoneham, for the wonder- 
ful help they have been to the Library. In aiding the Library 
as pages, they have given to Stoneham, not only an outstanding 
community service, but an exemplary concreteness of their 
ideals. 

My thanks to the “Friends’’, and the friends who are not 
members of the “Friends”, the people and organizations that 
have made presentations to the Library. The gifts given to the 
Stoneham Public Library are too numerous to mention. Each 
one, whether it be a record, a subscription to a magazine, a sin- 
gle book or a set of books is most welcome, not only for itself, 
but for the fact that it means that someone is more than ordi- 
narily interested in the Library. 

My thanks to the Trustees, who have been so patient with 
me, and who have offered eVEKy service to me, my staff, and to 
the Town. 

My thanks to all of the sivas of Stoneham, who have been 
‘so gracious and friendly with a new and untried craftsman. It is 
for you that we work. We hope.that you will avail yourself of the 
services, and demand even more of us.

At the Annual Town Meeting in 1957, this board had an 
article in the warrant, seeking permission to make appointments 
from its own membership to certain positions. You were kind 
enough to vote your approval and as a result, we had excellent 
cooperation and have met with success throughout the entire 
year. 


Our Polio Program whereby we distributed free Polio Vac- 
cine has now ended. We had Polio Vaccine for over 6,000 per- 
sons, of whom approximately 2,400 went to their own physicians, 
leaving a balance of about 3,600 inoculated at our clinics and in 
the schools. For further information on this program, kindly 
read the nurses’ reports. During the latter part of 1957, Miss 
Katherine Kenny was on for three days a week and Mrs. Dorcas 
Berry for two days a week. We feel fortunate in having two 
such excellent nurses to carry on this important phase of our 
work. 


The entire town had one complete spray for insects and 
other pests last summer. This program was successful and we 
intend to proceed again this year, possibly with two complete 
sprayings, dependent on the weather. 

In the fall we engaged the services of a rat exterminating 
company. They made an extensive survey of the town and found 
much infestation All sections were taken care of that had been 
reported to our office. It is our intention to have this work done 
again in 1958 and we would appreciate hearing from the towns- 
people when and if they notice rats in their vicinity. 

We feel that Mr. Berg, our garbage contractor, has done an 
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excellent job as usual this past year, considering the heavy 
storms we have had. We wish to bring this notice to your at- 
tention at this time. Garbage containers must be in accessible 
locations at all times to insure good collections, particularly dur- 
ing the winter months. Paths must be shoveled out from the 
street to the containers. Occasionally the householders do not 
clear off the accumulation of snow from the entire top of the 
underground containers; also quite often the inserts of these 
containers become frozen at the bottom, making it impossible for 
them to be lifted out until thawed, although the covers will lift 
easily, if not frozen also. We wouid appreciate your cooperation. 

During 1957, Mr. John J. Devine collected and analyzed 144 
samples of milk and cream and 27 samples of Ice Cream. He 
has also been of great assistance to us on several occasions on 
other health matters. 

We trust you will read carefully Mrs. Phyllis Lovering’s re- 
port for 1957 on the Dental Program, particularly that portion 
which has reference to the Forsyth Dental Infirmary and Dr 
John E. Drugan. We are most anxious to re-engage him for 1958 
if the appropriation is granted, as there is certainly a great need 
in our program for him. 

Your Board of Health office is open Mondays through Fri- 
days during the hours of 9-12 and 1-4:45 daily except Saturdays. 
Our clerk-agent, Mrs. Gertrude Mortensen, is there during those 
hours to answer your questions pertaining to Public Health

The past year has brought some very important changes in 


the dental program. As of September 1957, Stoneham school 
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children have been eliminated from the Forsyth Dental Infirm- 
ary program for cleanings. Forsyth is undertaking an extensive 
research schedule, which they feel is more important than actual 
dental work. Consequently it became necessary to find some 
means of taking care of the youngsters who had previously gone 
to Forsyth. Dr. John Drugan of Wakefield was hired on a tem- 
porary basis pending an appropriation by the town for a perma- 
nent appointment. He started in October two mornings a week 
and proved very satisfactory both to the children and the Board 
of Health.

tories and burning of trash and garbage; blocking of brooks or 
natural waterways; rat menaces; unsanitary conditions in public 
places and homes; flood conditions; and garbage complaints. 

I have also worked with the State in tracing down odors 
coming from the surrounding towns into Stoneham; also with 
the men from Airborne Sprayers on mosquito control and with 
men from Safety Fumigant Company on rat control. 
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On several occasions I have been accompanied by the Fire 
Chief, Acting Fire Chief, Building Inspector, Plumbing Inspec- 
tor, State Public Health Officials, Board Members, Milk Analyst, 
State Division of Smoke Inspection, Public Works Superinten- 
dent, Chief Inspector from the State Food and Drugs Division, 
on health problems. I also have received full cooperation 
from the Department of Public Works, Police and Fire Depart- 
ments. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Board of Health Clerk, 
the nurses, doctor, board members and other town officials who 
have aided me in the past year, and also the townspeople for 
their fine cooperation.

1, 1954 to September 30, 1956, made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 44, General Laws.

Sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Stoneham for the period from October 
1, 1954, the date of the previous examination, to September 30, 
1956, the following report being submitted thereon: 

The records of financial transactions of the several depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing money for the Town or committing 
bills for collection were examined, checked, and verified by com- 
parison with the records of the town accountant. 
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The books and accounts in the office of the town account- 
ant were examined and checked in detail. The general and ap- 
propriation ledger accounts were analyzed and proved, the re- 
corded receipts were checked with the treasurer’s books, while 
the recorded payments were compared with the treasurer’s cash 
book and with the treasury warrants. 

The appropriations and loan authorizations, as entered, were 
checked with the town clerk’s records of town meeting proceed- 
ings, the necessary adjustments resulting from the audit were 
made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was 
prepared showing the financial condition of the Town on Septem- 
ber 30, 1956. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. ‘The cash book footings were 
proved, and the recorded receipts were compared with the 
town accountant’s books, with the records of the departments 
making payments to the treasurer, and with other sources from 
which money was paid to the town. The payments as recorded 
were checked with the warrants signed by the selectmen au- 
thorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds and with the 
town accountant’s records. 

The cash balance on September 30, 1956 was proved by re- 
conciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished by 
the banks of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the 
office. 

The recorded payments on account of maturing debt and 
interest were proved with the amounts falling due and checked 
with the cancelled securities on file. The outstanding coupons on 
September 30, 1956 were listed and reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the bank at which the debt and interest are payable. 

The records of payroll deductions for Federal taxes, Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield, and group life insurance were examined, 
checked, and reconciled with the controlling accounts in the led- 
ger and with the cash balances in the general treasury. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the in- 
vestments of the trust and investment funds in the custody of 
the town treasurer and trustees, as well as the retirement funds 
in the custody of the town treasurer, and the retirement board, 
were examined and checked. The income was proved, the 
amounts transferred to the town were checked with the treasu- 
rer’s recorded receipts, and all transactions were verified and 
compared with the records of the town accountant and, in the 
case of the retirement funds, with the records of the contribu- 
tory retirement board. | 

The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the 
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town were examined and checked in detail. The taxes and as- 
sessments transferred to the tax title account were compared 
with the collector’s books, and the recorded redemptions of 
tax titles and sales of tax possessions were checked with the 
treasurer’s cash book. The tax titles and tax possessions on hand 
September 30, 1956 were listed, reconciled with the respective 
ledger accounts, and checked with the records at the Registry 
of Deeds. 

The books and accounts of the town collector were examin- 
ed and checked in detail. The taxes, motor vehicle and trailer 
excise, special assessments, departmental accounts receivable, 
and water accounts outstanding according to the previous exami- 
nation, as well as ali subsequent commitments, were audited and 
proved. The collector’s cash books were footed, and the recorded 
collections were compared with the payments to the treasurer 
as shown on the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. The 
recorded abatements were checked with the assessors’ and other 
departmental records of abatements granted, while the taxes 
and assessments transferred to the tax title account were proved 
with the records of tax titles held by the town. 

The outstanding tax, motor vehicle and trailer excise, special 
assessment, departmental, and water accounts were listed and 
reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger accounts. Verifica- 
tion of the outstanding accounts was made by mailing notices to 
a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as 
owing money ito the town, and from the replies received thereto 
it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The record of abatements granted by the board of asses- 
sors were listed and checked with the books of the collector 
and the town accountant, while the warrants to the collector 
Were compared with the detailed commitments. 

The records of deferred sewer, sidewalk, and street better- 
ment assessments were examined, the payments in advance were 
checked with the treasurer’s recorded receipts, the amounts 
added to taxes were verified, and the apportionments due in 
future years were listed and proved. 

The records of guarantee deposits for the sewer, highway, 
school, and water departments were examined and checked. 
The transfers to the town to cover the cost of work done or 
for school deposits forfeited were verified, the refunds were 
proved, and the deposits on hand September 30, 1956 were 
listed and reconciled with the respective controls in the town 
accountant’s ledger. 

The financial records of the town clerk were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts on account of marriage 
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permits, recording fees, and miscellaneous charges were checked, 
while the payments to the treasurer were verified by compari- 
son with the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 

The records of dog licenses issued on behalf of the 
county and of sporting licenses issued for the State were ex- 
amined and checked with the duplicates and stubs on file, the 
payments to the town treasurer and to the State being verified. 

The town clerk’s cash balance on September 30, 1956 was 
proved by actual count of the cash in the office and by reconcil- 
iation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by the 
bank of deposit. 

The surety bonds of the town officials required by law to 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 

The records of licenses and permits issued by the select- 
men, as well as by the police, building, and health departments, 
were examined and checked. The recorded collections were 
compared with the payments to the treasurer as shown on the 
treasurer’s books, and the cash on hand was verified. 

The records of the sealer of weights and measures were 
checked in detail. The charges for sealing and adjusting weights 
and measures, as recorded in the field books, were checked with 
the office book, the office book was footed, and the payment 
to the treasurer were verified. 

The books and accounts of the school department were ex- 
amined and checked. The recorded receipts for tuition, lost 
books, manual training, and treasurer were verified. 

The records of the lunch program, as kept by the high and 
elementary schools, were examined and checked. The cash books 
were footed, the Federal and State reimbursements were verified, 
the payments to the treasurer were checked with the treasurer’s 
recorded receipts, and the cash on hand was verified. 

The records of the high school athletic program were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. A listing was made of all admis- 
sion tickets purchased during the period of the audit and this 
was checked with the recorded receipts in the cash book and 
with the tickets on hand on September 30, 1956. The cash book 
footed and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 

The receipts of the library department for fines and book 
rentals were examined and checked. The cash book was added, 
and the payments to the treasurer and the cash on hand were 
verified. 


The books and accountants of the cemetery department were 
examined and checked. The records of receipts from sales of 
lots and graves, bequests, opening graves, grave liners, founda- 
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tions, etc., were checked ,and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified by comparison with the treasurer’s and the town ac- 
countant’s books. 

In addition to the departments mentioned, the records of all 
other departments collecting money for the town were examined 
and checked. 

There are appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and the 
town clerk’s cash, summaries of the tax, motor vehicle and 
trailer excise, special assessment, tax title, departmental, and 
water accounts, as well as schedules showing the condition and 
transactions of the trust, investment, and retirement funds. 

While engaged in making the audit cooperation was re- 
ceived from all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assis- 
tants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Stoneham: 

We are submitting to you the sixty-seventh annual report 
of the Superintendent of Public Schools to your School Com- 
mittee. 

The School Committee is still facing the problem of in- 
creased enrollment with housing stretched to the very limit. 
The 1957 school year showed a total school population of 2722 
as of October 1, an increase of 100 over the 1956 October 1 
enrollment. At this moment all available space that can be de- 
voted to classroom purposes is in use. The auditoriums in both 
the North and Robin Hood Schools have been converted into 
classrooms. This conversion has curtailed the use of these audi- 
toriums for all assembly and indoor physical education pur- 
poses, as well as their use by the citizens living in those areas. 
Two basements have also been turned into classrooms. It has 
been found necessary to transport the sixth grade daily from 
the Emerson School to the Colonial Park School, thereby using 
up the last available classroom in the elementary schools. 

The Junior High School Renovation Committee has com- 
pleted Step I of the renovations plan which has eliminated the 
hazards in this, our oldest building. Although we are greatly 
pleased with the efforts of this committee, we cannot help be- 
‘moaning the fact that the program of these teen-agers has had 
to be cut back in shop, home economics, and physical educa- 
tion. It is to be hoped that the townspeople will be on the alert 
to the need of further improvements so that the School Com- 
mittee can fulfill its obligations to the students, parents, and 
the community. 

The voters at a town meeting turned down the recommen- 
dation of the Elementary School Survey Committee. The voters 
did, however, increase the size of the committee and empowered 
it to make a complete over-all survey of the school housing 
needs for Stoneham students. We await with great interest the 
recommendation of this committee at next year’s town meeting. 

Your School Committee was faced in the month of July 
with the resignation of Mr. C. Newton Heath as Superintendent 
of Schools to accept the position of Superintendent of the new 
Lincoln-Sudbury Regional High School. This necessitated a 
search for his successor. The committee reviewed thirty-four 
applications and interviewed sixteen of the candidates. Dr. 
Michael Scarpitto was its unanimous choice. 


The Committee for the first time in many years found 
that its salary schedule was below the median for towns of 
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comparable size. This may or may not have been the under- 
lying cause for a 22% turnover in the teaching staff. The School 
Committee has now set up a new salary schedule that will put 
our school system on a competitive basis. 

The School Committee’s gross budget request for 1958 is 
$825,957.64. The total receipts due Stoneham from State Aid 
and from other sources for all school purposes will be $131,- 
572.49. This figure, deducted from the gross budget request, 
leaves a net amount of $694,385.15, or a net cost over last year 
of $71,276.05. 

The members of the School Committee wish to thank the 
parent-teacher associations, the school councils, the building 
and survey committees, the faculty and administrative starf, 
and also the many citizens interested in better education for 
their loyal support and co-operation during the past year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee: 

My first report to you as Superintendent of Schools is based 
partly on my observation and study of the Stoneham schools 
since my arrival in October and partly on reports submitted to 
me by my co-workers, i.e., principals, supervisors, and heads of 
departments. 

Philosophy 


Imbued with a strong conviction like Diogenes that “The 
foundation of every state is the education of its youth,” we 
are emphasizing above everything the academic and intellectual 
growth of our pupils to the full capacity of each pupil. We have 
implemented this philosophy by several innovations which will 
be permanent parts of our program. The innovations which are 
operating very successfully are: (1) The Stoneham Reading for 
Pleasure Program which attempts to encourage, induce, and 
motivate every child to read books for pieasure and keep a 
record of the reading; (2) After-school classes in French for 
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selected elementary school pupils in grades three and four; and, 
(3) Advanced arithmetic classes for selected pupils in the sixth 
grade. 

Staff 

Our new salary schedule should be an important factor in 
the retention of capable teachers. Our teacher turn-over was 22 
per cent in the last year. We have already started an intensive 
recruitment campaign for new teachers to meet our needs. Al- 
ready we have evidence that our salary schedule and our pro- 
gram are attracting some excellent teaching prospects. 

Our 1958 budget provides for the addition of two elementary 
grade teachers. 

An additional clerk was added in the High School. Part of 
her duties include assisting the supervisor of the cafeteria and 
the guidance staff in their clerical work. The rest of her time 
is devoted to the clerical duties in the High School. 

Senior High School 

Our excellent school facilities are enabling us to continue to 
improve our program. 

Questions will be raised about offerings in mathematics 
and science since so much publicity followed Sputnik. It is a 
satisfaction to know that we have had an increasing emphasis on 
these subjects even before so much publicity. Our greatest prob- 
lem is to convince parents that pupils must have ability before 
they can be prepared for advanced classes in mathematics and 
science and for subsequent college training in science and engin- 
eering. It cannot be over-emphasized that extensive homework 
must be done daily by the pupils who plan to enter our leading 
colleges. 

The growing emphasis on science and mathematics in the 
secondary schools and colleges finds us keeping pace with 
demands. We are providing a full program in these areas and 
have planned for special work with the more able pupils to ex- 
tend and accelerate their work. 

It will be recalled that we began a revision of curricula 
last year and have continued to study offerings under the 
direction of department heads. We now have two classes in 
physics and four in chemistry. 


More of our seniors are taking college board examinations 
to satisfy the demands of colleges for admission and to qualify 
for scholarships. Our juniors are now participating in this pro- 
gram more than ever before with earlier planning for the future. 

In keeping with our studies of curriculum, we have empha- 
sized this year the composition work in English. Teachers of 
English have been given reduced loads with the understanding 
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that we must increase the amount and quality of written English 
instruction. 

The introduction of midyear and final examination programs 
has resulted in more serious application by pupils and pro- 
vides better evaluation of the work of pupils and teaching pro- 
cedures. 

We believe that our curricula are providing good training 
for those pupils who do not go on to school beyond high school as 
well as for those going on for further education. All pupils have 
been greatly helped by the guidance department. This depart- 
ment is working very closely with our high school administrators 
and staff in preparing our pupils in their numerous problems all 
the way from selection of courses to entrance to college or find- 
ing a position. 

We are very proud to report that forty-one per cent out 
of 155 members of the class of 1957 are continuing their edu- 
cation in universities, colleges, or other schools beyond high 
school. Among the numerous colleges attended by our June 
graduates are Amherst College, Bates, Boston College, Boston 
University, Colby College, Michigan State, San Diego State 
College, University of Florida, University of Maine, University 
of Massachusetts, University of Missouri, Williams College, and 
Worcester Polytechnic Institute. One was accepted at Harvard, 
went to Williams College instead. Another was accepted at 
M.I.T. but went to Tufts. 

Junior High School 

The Junior High School continues to become a separate 
unit. As facilities are gradually added, a complete junior high 
program will develop. 

The renovation work included in the first phase has been 
completed. Eight classrooms were painted and two floor sec- 
tions were tiled. Numerous other repairs and alterations were 
made. 

Two Work Bees were held to remove toilets and showers and 
to paint three basement rooms to prepare them for school use. 
Parents, citizens, and staff members donated their time. 

It is hoped that each year the School Committee will allot 
some funds to continue to improve this building instead of 
obtaining large sums periodically. 

Among the numerous projects or activities carried on in 
the Junior High School were the Junior High Road Race, pub- 
lication of the “Nucleus” and the “Photorama,”’ Second An- 
nual Basketball Tournament, Girls’ Softball Tournament, Junior 
High Library Club, and the Orientation Program for Sixth 
Graders.

The main activity at the Junior High School was an ‘intel- 
lectual one. The pupils, grouped homogeneously according to 
ability, were worked to full capacity. Important facets of this 
program were increased emphasis on science, mathematics, and 
English. The very successful Junior High School Science Fair 
was an excellent stimulant. The “Nucleus” published creative 
writing by the students. 

We are proud to report that one of our teachers, Mr. Mata- 
rese, attended Tufts University Summer Session. on a National 
Science Foundation Fellowship. 


Report of the Supervisor cf Elementary Education 


The need for a more effective language arts program en- 
gaged the professional interest of the elementary staff during the 
past school year. 


Two general staff meetings, one on the primary level and 
one on the intermediate level, resulted in the organization of 
six grade-level committees for consideration of the revision of 
our elementary language activities. Each committee met at 
intervals during the school year and chose one area for revision. 
A general committee meeting in May, including the Head of the 
English Department of the Junior-Senior High Schools, was 
held to summarize the work of all grade levels during the 
year. 


In the language arts program, certain underlying principles 
guided the in-service work of all committees engaged in the 
revision of the program in language arts. These principles were: 

1 Language teaching involves a daylong activity. 
2 A language program is based upon the interests and ex- 
perience of children. 
3 The program should take account of language needs in 
other subjects. 
4 Language skills are learned more readily when pupils feel 
a real need for their development. 
5 Child growth and development determines the need for 
specific needs at different age and grade levels. 
6 There should be provision for individual differences. 
7 The child should acquire the ability to appraise his own 
work. 
8 The program should include four areas of language activi- 
ties. 
Listening 
Reading 
Written expression 
Oral expression

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Jm each grade, one area of the program was given careful 
vonsideration and a tentative plan for improvement of in- 
struction in this respect was set up. It is hoped that the ele- 
mentary staff will be able to complete the revision of the lan- 
guage program this year. 

The orientation program for first grade pupils was extended 
to include all elementary schools this spring. New first grade 
pupils spent a morning in June becoming acquainted with their 
classrooms and engaging in typical first grade activities. While 
the children were enjoying a taste of school life, their parents 
met with the guidance director, the school nurse, and the ele- 
mentary supervisor for an explanation of their respective pro- 
grams. Parents received a Parent’s Guide to help them prepare 
their children for a happy and successful school year. This orien- 
tation program was warmly received by parents and children and 
its value proven in the opening days of school this fall. 

Guidance Services 

Since its inception, the guidance department has attempted 
to accomplish its purpose by offering services to students, tea- 
chers, administrators, and parents. Our program is organized to 
acquire the maximum service with the use of minimum person- 
nel, 

The current testing program was revised to develop a con- 
tinuing twelve-year plan under one director. The 1956 edition of 
the Iowa Test of Basic Skills was introduced to replace an earlier 
form of the same test. All pupils in grades three through nine 
are given this achievement battery. Intelligence tests are given 
in grades one, three, and six and an extensive battery of tests is 
given in grade eleven. An organized program of the co-operative 
tests of achievement in the senior high school was accomplished 
in the spring in most academic subjects. 

The inception of guidance classes in grade ten has added a 
segment to the program which allows for better pupil adjust- 
ment to school, community, and life. Our grade eight program 
was also increased from one period to two periods per week. 

Counseling services have also been introduced for elemen- 
tary pupils and parents. Due to limited personnel, however, this 
area has been restricted to maladjustment cases. 

The program of orientation of all prospective first grade 
children was expanded to include all schools. This program is a 
co-operative venture of the Guidance Director, the Supervisor of 
Elementary Education, and the school health staff. 


We hope to complete a follow-up study and do a research 
study on comparative test scores within the Stoneham school 
system. 
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A study made in the late fall indicates that our rate of 
student entrances into programs of further education is in- 
creasing. 

Health 


The Stoneham Public Schools, ever alert to the health needs 
of our pupils, has continued to expand its program. 

Hearing tests were given to 4,527 children, annual tests be- 
ing given in the spring of 1957 and again in the fall of 1957. 
Seventy-two notices were sent to parents, and 24 of these refer- 
rals received medical attention. While 2,398 vision tests and re- 
tests were given, 64 notices were sent home and 41 pupils re- 
ceived medical attention. 

Dr. Henry Leavitt, school doctor, examined 1,156 children for 
routine physical examinations and notices of abnormalities were 
sent to 240 parents. 

Immunization: The immunization program is a collaborated 
service with the Stoneham Board of Health. Over 90% of the 
school children have had three polio shots in the schools, and 
the remainder have, for the most part, had the immunization 
at their family physician’s. About 1% refused any form of im- 
munization. The school nurses aided with the programs set up 
by the Board of Health nurse for the parochial school and the 
pre-school children. 

Parents of children entering school in September, 1957, were 
urged to have their children have booster shots for tetanus, 
whooping cough, and diptheria. Many received the booster at the 
Board of Health clinic in June, while 94 received them at the 
October and November clinics. 

On October 24 and 31, 107 teachers and school staff received 
the flu shots administered by the school doctor. Nearly 100% 
have received the vaccine either by their own doctor or at these 
clinics. 

Other activities carried on by the School Health Depart- 
ment are a consultant service to school groups, distribution of 
health materials, formation of School Health Advisory Council, 
sponsorship of a course for teachers in School Health, and 
some in-service training. 


Art 


Art activities meet many needs of our Stoneham school 
children in their development and growth, such as the urge to 
create, to achieve, to belong, and to gain in skills for in so doing 
they become more understanding, observant, and confident 
contributors to all school activities. They gain more respect for 
the works of others leading to happier, more democratic living. 
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All areas of education are based upon individual differences, 
but it is, and should be, most evident in the field of Art. We plan 
Art expressions on all levels of experience. 

In the elementary schools we are helping our youth to 
develop creatively in a well-rounded Art program. We look for 
and are glad to find pupil Art work being used throughout all 
of the school buildings in town, for everyone to enjoy. 

In the Junior High School this year, a very large majority 
of seventh and eighth grade students are taking Art, applying 
their best efforts to experimenting with new media in the 
study of color, design, illustration, projects, and lettering. ‘They 
try out various forms of crafts and observe reproductions of 
famous paintings and handwork. 


Through the use of visual aids in all areas, we learn from 
the Art of the past and present and discuss good design, colors, 
and compositions. We learn from the past, but we try to portray 
our own deep feelings and impressions. 


We believe that Art is indispensable to a happy well-rounded 
way of life and contributes much to all areas of education. 


Physical Education and Athletics 


As integrated parts of the total system of education, the 
Department of Physical Education and Athletics attempts to 
help the student develop the physical aspects of a sound per- 
sonality as it relates to his eventual place in society. 


Some of the factors which make this achievement a reality, 
but are presently lacking in the Stoneham schools, merit serious 
consideration. Chief among our needs is the rapidly dwindling 
play. space in the elementary schools in which auditoriums must 
be used to provide classroom space not otherwise available. 
Also among our needs is the controlled after-school play-athletic 
activity which is the basis for our secondary competitive athletic 
program. This needs both staff and adequate area, neither of 
which is available at present except to a negligible degree. 

It is a matter of record now that the long desired program in 
track and field must be shelved because of the inadequate space 
at Recreation Park, as surveyed by the Recreation Committee 
of the Board of Public Works. A track installation at the Park 
would so drastically affect the baseball diamond, football field, 
and hockey rink as to make it prohibitive, even with the addition 
of railroad property adjacent to the southwest corner of the 
field. 

A program of intramural activity is currently in operation at 
the Junior High School for three seasons. A moderate activity 
for the elementary schools in tag football was installed last 
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tall. Some limited work in basketball for the elementary grades 
was carried on in the high school gym on Saturday morning by 
volunteer supervisors, but this did not offer a full sixth grade 
game schedule. 

The program in Physical Education on the secondary level is 
broad and fairly comprehensive. The elementary program is 
correlated with, and focused on, the secondary level. 


Future Plans 


I would like to call to your attention the need for: 
1 More classroom space. 


2 Establishment of a hot lunch program for our elemen- 
tary school children. 


3 Truck for school department use. 


Our program should provide: 
1 Exploratory work in shop and home economics for 
junior high pupils. 
2 Revision of plans necessary to our home economics for 
Federal Aid under the Dean Act. 
3 Inclusion of public school kindergartens. 
Our future plans should include: 
1 Expansion of our adult education program both in 
vocational and academic courses. 
2 Employment of full time supervising principals work- 
ing two schools each. 
3 Revision of Policies and Practices of the School Com- 
mittee, 
4 Continuance of survey of school building needs. 


Conclusion 


The Superintendent as educational leader of the schools can- 
not function effectively unless he has the co-operation of many 
groups, i.e., School Committee, staff, pupils, parents and citi- 
zens. I wish to extend my sincere thanks to these groups. I es- 
pecially wish to thank specific groups such as the School Com- 
mittee, the Colonial Park School Building Committee, the Junior 
High School Renovation Committee, the Executive Committee of 
School Councils, the individual school councils, the Parent- 
Teacher Associations, and the Trustees of the Stoneham Public 
Library. Special thanks are due to the teaching staff so well di- 
rected by capable principals and supervisors. The support and 
co-operation of the staff is greatly appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD 
OF PUBLIC WORKS 


To the Citizens of Stoneham: 


As a result of a previous vote by the citizens of Stoneham 
authorizing a Board of Public Works, the following members 
were elected to office March 4, 1957: John E. Finnegan, 3 Year 
Term; Cornelius J..Sweeney, 2 Year Term; and Emmett G. 
Stewart, 1 Year Term. 


The Board of Public Works held its first meeting March 
11, 1957 and John E. Finnegan was elected Chairman of the 
Board. Miss Geraldine O’Grady was appointed Clerk to the 
Board, and Mr. Edwin D. Callahan was appointed Superinten- 
dent of Public Works. 


It is with regret that we relate the death of Emmett G. 
Stewart on September 2, 1957. Mr. Stewart was a valued mem- 
ber of the Board and his death was felt strongly. At a joint 
meeting of the Board of Selectmen and the Board of Public 
Works, Mr. Royal Livingston was appointed to take Mr. Stew- 
art’s place until the election in March. 

Immediately upon taking office, the Board of Public Works 
by law controlled what was previously the Tree, Park, Cemetery, 
and Public Works Departments. In the past these departments 
had functioned under various boards or individual heads com- 
pletely independent of each other. The main problem facing 
your newly elected Board of Public Works was to blend these 
former departments into one concrete unit to be known as the 
Public Works Department. Once that was accomplished, maxi- 
mum use of personnel and equipment would be obtained and 
one of the chief purposes of the Board of Public Works would 
be realized. We are very pleased to state that this was accomp- 
lished within a comparatively short time without any internal 
friction or any curtailing of previous services. 

Our experience on the Board of Public Works has con- 
vinced us that the present operation is the most economical and 
efficient from the view point of the residents of Stoneham. 

The Board of Public Works continued the sewer survey of 
the east side. At the present time all necessary engineering has 
been completed by the firm of Weston and Sampson, and once 
necessary easements can be obtained, it is our intent that con- 
struction will begin. 

We have also compiled all necessary data for the piping off 
of Sweetwater Brook from Oak Street to William Street, and 
the Town Counsel is now in the process of obtaining the neces- 
sary easements. Once these easements are obtained, the Divi- 
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sion of Waterways of the State Department of Public Works 
has informed us they will put this work out to contract. On this 
particular project. one-half the cost will be paid for by the State, 
which will represent a sizeable savings for the Town. 

The Board of Public Works also appointed a Recreation 
Committee who would supervise and plan the recreational pro- 
gram of the Town. This committee consists of the following 
members: Howard W. Seabury, Chairman, Ralph A. Williams, 
Dyer E. Carroll, Stewart E. Blier, and Kar] P. Elerin. 

We feel the Recreation Committee has done an excellent 
job and respectfully direct your attention to their report. The 
Recreation Committee has also spent a good deal of time on a 
study of the available facilities at Recreation Park. Over a 
period of time it is our hope that these facilities can be im- 
proved, and thus provide better recreation for the Town. 

For a more complete report of the functions of the divisions 
of the Public Works Department, we respectfully direct your 
attention to the report of the Superintendent of Public Works. 
We would also like to take this opportunity to thank the Super- 
' jntendent of Public Works, Mr. Edwin D. Callahan, and the 
Clerk of the Board, Miss Geraldine O’Grady for their assistance 
and aide throughout the year. We would also like to express our 
appreciation for the fine cooperation we have received over 
the year from many Boards, and from the people of the Town 
of Stoneham.

To the Board of Public Works 


Gentlemen: 

The report of the Superintendent of Public Works for the 
year 1957, is herewith submitted. 

With the election of your Board to office March, 1957, what 
was formerly the Tree, Park and Cemetery Departments, merged 
with and became part of the Public Works Department. This 
merger has had the direct effect of making it possible to utilize 
the skills of all personnel and the equipment available towards 
the common purpose of getting the work done as efficiently 
and economically as possible. Due to the growth of the Town; 
some 138 new homes were added during the year 1957 based 
on records kept by the Town Engineer; the work load has in- 
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creased in many divisions of the Public Works Department. In 
particular this increase has been felt strongly in the amount of 
*.roads to be plowed, the rubbish to.be collected and..the. utilities 
to be installed and maintained. Despite this increase, we have 
continued the policy established last year of performing more 
maintenance work in established sections of the Town, concen- 
trating on streets and sidewalks and thus through proper main- 
tenance protecting this investment. In order to give a clear 
picture of the responsibilities of the Public Works Department, 
there follows below a brief breakdown of the functions of the 
Department with the work accomplished in the year 1957. 
Highways 
Under the above division would come the maintenance of 
_ the Town’s highway and drainage systems. During this year, 
we have armor coated 2.91 miles of roadway on twenty-one dif- 
ferent streets throughout the Town. 


The Department has also applied tar and sand to nine 
streets for a total length of 2.08 miles. The above main- 
tenance work insures that the Town’s roads are Kept in good 
condition and thus removes the need for any costly reconstruc- 
tion. The above work is done in accordance with the policy men- 
tioned at the beginning of this report to concentrate on the 

established sections of the Town. 

; With respect to the Town’s drainage system, a concentrated 
attempt is made to clean all basins and to keep the many drain 
lines servicing the Town functioning properly. The drain work 
done in the past three years has proved most effective in elimi- 
nating water conditions that in the past resulted in flooding. 
One of the major problems of the department now is to keep 
the brooks open during heavy storms. During non-working 
hours this is accomplished by two men that go out instantly 
during a heavy rain and concentrate on Keeping the culverts 
open. The debris that is caught against the screens is removed 
and deposited on the nearby ground. The Cemetery Department, 
now a part of Public Works, comes along at a later date and 
trucks this debris away. This allows the two men responsible 
for keeping the culverts open to concentrate on that alone. This 
is one example of how the merger of all departments into Pub- 
lic Works had made a more efficient operation possible.

Tar Sidewalks 

In view of the considerable amount of old tar sidewalks in 
the Town, a special article has been inserted in the Warrant 
to raise the money to repair these walks. This year, we are 
very pleased to state that approximately two miles of these 
old walks have been resurfaced. This was made possible by the 
funds raised under this special article combined with funds 
from our normal sidewalk maintenance account. We feel it is 
essential that this work be continued in 1958, as there are still 
many of these old walks in poor condition. 


Street Construction 


At the 1957 Annual Town Meeting, a total of twelve roads 
were accepted by the Town, of which seven would be built 
under the Betterment Act. Of these seven roads the following 
five were built and completed by the Department this year. 


Arnold Road—524 feet of roadway, plus drainage. — 
Elmhurst Road—739 feet of roadway, plus drainage 
Greenview Road—645 feet of roadway 
Marshall Road—465 feet of roadway, plus drainage 
Oak Ridge Road—485 feet of roadway. 


The two roads remaining to be built and their present status 
is as follows:

Kenneth Terrace—Drainage pipes and catch basins have 
been installed, the gravel base laid in place and approximately 
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1,100 feet of curbstone set in place. This road will be completed 
in 1958. 

Bow Street Court—Before building this road it was neces- 
sary to relay the old 4” water main with new 8” cast iron pipe. 
This has now been done and it is our intent to build this road 
during 1958. 

The remaining accepted roads are as follows: Standish Road, 
Kirmes Road, Edwards Road, Gracewood Road and Dianne Road. 
These roads were accepted without the assessment of better- 
ments, as they had been previously built by the developer ac: 
cording to Planning Board specifications. 


Properties 

'The buildings at the Public Works Yard are maintained 
by the Department. The garages are in good condition and no 
major repairs are anticipated. During the past year, a toilet 
was installed in the Storage Garage, complete with fixtures, 
lights, and radiators. The Department also maintains two pump- 
ing stations, a yard for the storage of pipe at Stevens Street, 
a building at Lindenwood Cemetery, and a gravel pit located 
off East Street. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance 


Money spent under this appropriation is spent under the 
.direction of the Massachusetts Department of Public Works. 
The $3000 available this year was spent on hot topping Central 
Street, from William Street to Common Street. Two thirds of 
the cost of work done under this appropriation is paid for by 
the State and County, the Town pays only one third. 


Chapter 90 Reconstruction 


The total amount of money available this year for the 
continued reconstruction of Franklin Street was $30,000, an in- 
crease of $6,000 over the previous year. Under this appropria- 
tion the Town pays only 25%, the remaining 75% being paid 
for by the State and County. In the past year Franklin Street 
was reconstructed from the Weiss Farm area to Stevens Street. 
This work was done under the supervision of the State Engi- 
neers, and the contract for this work awarded to Chesterbrook 
Construction Company. 


Guard Rails and Barriers 


It was necessary to erect several barriers this past season 
for the protection of the public. Painting of the guard rails 
and fences was carried on as usual wherever it was deemed 
necessary. Several fences were damaged by automobiles during 
the year and necessary repairs were made. 
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Water Services 

The installation of water services for this year decreased 
by 21.5%, which is partially due to the present lull in building 
developments. The total of new services is 124 as compared to 
158 for last year. It is interesting to note that the total for 1957 
is 3.3% higher than the total for 1955. The total of relays is 70 
which is one less than the previous year. We now have a total 
of 4,270 services in operation. The procedure of installing and 
relaying services has been economically carried out by the use 
of town equipment. 


Sewer Services 

The biggest housing developments built this year were situ- 
ated so that no main sewers were available. This means that 
the sewer service potential has been effectively reduced as in 
previous years. There were 61 new services installed which is 
an increase of 5.2% over last year. The Town now has installed 
a total of 3040 sewer services which are maintained free of 
charge by the Department. 


Rubbish Disposal 

It is the duty of this Department to collect and dispose of 
refuse discarded by householders in the Town. The importance 
of this service can be felt by all residents of the community 
because it comes in direct contact with them. One of the two 
trucks called Loadpackers, which is employed in this operation 
is still working a four day week, but because of the added load 
due to new developments, it will be necessary to utilize the 
services of this truck for the full week. When holidays fall on 
regular week days, the Department uses an open truck to over- 
come the time lost and hasten the return to normal daily col- 
lection. The Town Dump, located on Spring Lane, is now open 
six days a week for the convenience of the people. The fire 
hazard at the Dump has been further minimized this year by 
the installation of a six inch water main and fire hydrant lo- 
cated in the center of the site. 

We would like to thank Fire Chief Crosby, for his advice 
and aid in assisting us with the problems of this dump site. 

Snow and Ice 

Although we were fortunate in escaping the usual heavy 
storms, a total of 64 inches of snow was recorded during the 
winter season and it was necessary to call out the snow removal 
equipment on eleven different occasions. The majority of these 
storms were handled by Town equipment. Due to the many 
small snow and rain storms in which icy conditions resulted, 
long hours of sanding and salting were required to keep the 
roads in safe condition. Snow fences were erected during the 
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late fall and removed and stored in the spring. Our own weld- 
ing shop kept the various snowplows and plowing equipment 
in good operating condition. Due to the increase in develop- 
ments, additional sand boxes were placed in strategic locations. 


Road Machinery Maintenance 


With the merging of the Park, Tree and Cemetery Depart- 
ments into Public Works, the facilities of our maintenance crew 
were called upon to take care of the additional equipment. In 
the case of trucks alone, this amounted to five additional ve- 
hicles. This maintenance crew is directly responsible for the 
upkeep of all vehicles and equipment which includes such units 
as a grader, bulldozer, mechanical shovel, road roller, snow 
loader, and trucks of varying size. The ability to do our own 
major repair work is strongly reflected in money saved and 
lack of time lost. Repair of equipment is continual and peri- 
odic greasing and oil changing is carried on through the year. 
With respect to the additional equipment gained due to this 
merger there appears to be no doubt that this work load can 
be absorbed more economically under the present status of the 
Board of Public Works. 


Road Machinery 


The Board of Public Works, authorized under the follow- 
_ ing articles of the 1957 Annual Town Meeting, selected the fol- 
lowing equipment: 

Article 52—Purchased a one-ton Ford chassis with a utility 
body for the Water Department 

Article 53—Purchased a Mack Tractor Truck of 60,000 Ibs. 
gross carrying capacity 

Article 54—Purchased a Hardie-Aero-Mist Sprayer for the 
Tree Division of Public Works 

Article 56—Purchased a one-ton Ford dump truck for the 
Tree Division of Public Works. 


Sewer Construction of 1957 

Sewer mains were constructed on 13 streets for a total of 
3507 feet of main. The Town now has 33.83 miles of main in 
service. The sewer main construction for the year is as follows:

Water Construction 
We continued the work of strengthening our water system 


in the Northeasterly section of Town by laying a 12” main on 
MacArthur Road from Elm Street to Greenview Road, a dis- 
tance of 2524 feet. Connecting mains were laid into Sheridan 
Road, Chase Road, and Stanton Road to eliminate existing dead 
ends. A sufficient number of gates were installed at all inter- 
secting streets to provide cross feeds for the entire area. The 
list of water mains laid during the year, including the new de- 
velopments is as follows:

Sidewalk and Edgestone Construction 


Granite curbstone, granolithic sidewalks and hot top side- 
_walks are constructed with the funds raised at Town Meeting 
for this appropriation. We had ten curbstone projects, during 
the year and installed 850 feet of curb. These were 16 grano- 
lithic sidewalk jobs totalling 1356 lineal feet. We also con- 
structed 1082 feet of hot top sidewalk in 14 different locations. 
The abutters pay one-half the costs of these jobs and the town 
pays one-half. We have a back log of requests for this type of 
work for the coming season, approximately equal to the amount 
of work completed this year. 


Water Maintenance 


The functions of this Department are linked directly with 
water construction through community development. It has the 
duty and responsibility of maintaining the water distribution 
system which includes 4,270 individual water services. The nec- 
essity for good maintenance of the system can be clearly under- 
stood by everyone. The job of computing and then billing each 
individual service for the amount of water used is performed 
by our Billing Department. Water usage is measured by indi- 
vidual meters installed on all services. 


Sewer Maintenance , 
‘There is approximately 34 miles of sewer main now in use 
which is maintained by this Department. The 3040 active sewer

services are also maintained under this appropriation. The ma- 
jority of the mains are rodded and flushed annually to prevent 
blockage and insure maximum efficiency. The greatest problem 
encountered with services is that of roots growing from trees 
and shrubs, which work their way into the pipe. In such cases 
the use of a cutter is employed to eliminate the obstruction. The 
maintenance of our two pumping stations is executed by the 
Department. 


Street Signs and Beacons 


The installation of new street signs and repainting of old 
faded signs was carried on again this year. We do all of our 
own street sign work from the erection of poles to the lettering 
of the signs. Traffic lines on the roads, school children warn- 
ings, street crossing markings, “No Parking” zones, etc., are 
all done with money raised under this appropriation. During 
the year 1957 approximately 17,216 feet of white center lines 
were put on various roads throughout the Town. We feel this 
work is an excellent safety measure and it is our intent to 
continue to do as much as possible. This account also includes 
the maintenance of all the traffic lights and standards. About 96 
traffic and street signs were installed and of this number, about 
40 were new ones. All the signs at the Veteran’s squares and 
memorials were repainted and relettered. 

Engineering 

Street plans of proposed developments were checked for 
the Planning Board and the amount of the bond to be filed by 
the developer to guarantee the construction of the roads was 
figured out. The engineers inspected the roads and drains while 
under construction by the developer. The engineers also made 
final inspections of these streets, when requested by the Plan- 
ning Board, for the releasing of the developer’s bond. Esti- 
mates were made for the Board of Public Works for streets, 
sidewalks, sewer, water and drain projects. An outline describ- 
ing various other jobs performed by the Department is as 
follows:

Administrative Staff 

It is the main function of the office staff to route all busi- 
ness of the Public Works Department into the correct chan- 
nels. The way this is done has a direct bearing on the overall 
efficiency of the Department. When it is considered that this 
business concerns the functions of the sewer, water, highway, 
park, tree and cemetery divisions in a Town of approximately 
- 17,000 residents. some idea of this task is gained. 

The above functions consist of the preparation of contracts, 
computing weekly payrolls, purchasing of necessary materials, 
computing and mailing of approximately 8200 water bills yearly, 
maintaining cost records pertaining to sewer and water serv- 
ices, and maintaining work and personnel records of Public 
Works divisions and personnel. Other functions are of a nature 
where they must be routed to the men responsible for the 
work; for example, requests to read meters, to shut off water, 
to relieve sewer plugs, requests for sanding, requests concern- 
ing tree problems, etc. To summarize the above, the adminis- 
trative staff is the nerve center of the entire organization. In 
the recent merger of the Park, Tree, and Cemetery Divisions 
into Public Works, this staff played a key role and aided greatly 
in the ease with which this merger took place. 


Cemetery Division 
This division of the Public Works Department, is respon: 
sible for the maintenance of the Lindenwood Cemetery. The 
receipts for the year are as listed:

There were 73 interments at Lindenwood during 1957. 

As previously mentioned in this report, the equipment used 
by Cemetery personnel is now maintained by the Public Works, 
maintenance division. It has been found possible to install a 
sign shop in the Lindenwood Building and we are now in the 
process of repainting various street signs throughout the Town. 
This work is being done by personnel of the Cemetery Division 
and is being carried on during the winter months. In the event 
of snow storms it is possible to use the Cemetery Department’s 
trucks and plow, if needed. This report had previously men- 
tioned the aid the Cemetery Division has been in removing 
debris collected from the various culverts during extreme rains. 

It is interesting to note that Lindenwood Cemetery consists 
of approximately 30 acres that must be kept constantly mowed 
and in good condition. During the past year machinery was 
sent to the cemetery and a section leveled off for future grave 
sites. In the foreseeable future it will be necessary to open up 
and develop the present land abutting the cemetery from the 
northerly boundary through to West Street. The value. of the 
Town owned equipment when this is done will be obvious. 


Park Division of Public Works 


The chief function of the Park Department is the main- 
tenance of the various fields throughout the Town that are 
used for recreation and athletic events. At the present time 
the Town has the following areas available for this purpose. 
Recreation Park 
Pomeworth Upper Field 
Little League Park 
Robin Hood Playground and Little League Field 
Steele Playground 
A. P. Rounds Playground 
Colonial Park Playground 
South School Playground 
East School Playground 

Supplementing the above functions, the Park Division of 
Public Works also maintained the following during the year 
1957:

tion of Christmas decorations 

3. Planted flowers and maintained shrubbery at the Li-

tions for the Stoneham Schools. 

During the course of the year, new roofs were provided 
for the Little League Park, fences throughout various locations 
were painted, the hot top base of the tennis court was repaired, 
a new fence was installed to the west of the childrens play- 
ground area at Pomeworth Street, the rink was repaired, a 
diamond was roughed out at the Colonial Park School for the 
use of small children, plus other activities throughout the Town. 
A chemical was used in the Little League and Recreation Park 
ballfields this year and was found quite effective in keeping 
the dust down. It is our intent to continue this during the 
coming year. The bleaches, when erected at Recreation Park, 
were found to be in excellent condition due to the previous 
efforts of the Park Commissioners. From time to time, it has 
been noticeable that the demands on the Park Division really 
necessitate the need for additional personnel and yet the need 
is not such as to merit full time employees. 


Under the present status of the Department, allowing us 
to interchange personnel where needed, this demand can be 
satisfied at a minimum expense. The Park Division of Public 
Works has been used with their trucks and plow during storms 
and has also aided in other overall activities of the Department. 
Supplementing the above report, is the report from the Recrea- 
tion Committee stating the various recreational and athletic 
activities that took place under their supervision. 


Tree Division 

During the year 1957, utility company tree crews under the 
supervision of the Tree Warden, cleared all service and trans- 
mission wires in the Town. The Tree Division also. cleared 
limbs where necessary from interfering with the police and 
fire cable systems in the Town. Supplementing the above work 
a survey was made of the entire Town and wherever it was 
found tree branches obstructed the street lighting, the branches 
were removed. The Department’s tree planting policy, estab- 
lished some years back, was maintained and trees from the 
Town’s Nursery were planted on many locations throughout 
the Town. It is interesting to note that these trees generally 
speaking, are planted on private property, with the owner’s 
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permission, roughly five feet back from the sidewalk. This 
serves two purposes, as the tree grows it will not heave the 
sidewalk or heave the gutter of the street, it also provides more 
room for the tree to breathe. 

The main problem continues to be the Dutch Elm disease 
and accounts for approximately one half of the Department’s 
time on sampling, spraying, and finally removal of the diseased 
elm. In this particular matter the mist sprayer obtained at the 
last Town Meeting will prove effective in starting a dormant 
spray program, which has proven to be the only hope of con- 
trolling, not defeating this infectious disease. 


Over the course of the year the Tree Division has removed 
ninety-one trees this year, twelve of these were removed by 
contract, the remaining seventy-nine by personnel of the Tree 
Division. It is interesting to note that by way of comparison 
a total of one hundred and seventy-nine trees were planted 
this year. The following is a brief breakdown of the activities 
of the Tree Division by days.

The use of the crane truck, acquired originally for con- 
struction work, has proven useful to the Tree Division; a bull- 
dozer is sent to the gravel pit when needed to pile up the brush 
for burning. The Tree and Moth Division has been called upon 
to aid in the plowing and sanding operations and their equip- 
ment is, of course, now maintained by Public Works. 

It is with regret that we relate the death of William F. 
Merrill, on December 16, 1957, an employee of the Public Works 
Department for ten years. 

The above concludes my report for the year 1957. I believe 
the merger of the Park, Tree, and Cemetery Departments into 
_ Public Works is now completed, and I feel that this merger to 
date has definitely served the best interests of the Town. From 
an administrative viewpoint four main factors have been in- 
strumental in making this possible. 

1. The ability to interchange personnel when demand or the 
need for specific skills so dictates. 
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2. The ability to use a division of Public Works for a project 
that was foreign to their department in the past. An ex- 
ample of this would be the sign shop presently located at 
Lindenwood Cemetery. 


3. The utilization of material resources and equipment for the 
overall good of the entire Department. The facilities of the 
equipment repair shop at the Pine Street yard are now 
being used for the maintenance of all equipment; the equip- 
ment avialable is for the use of all divisions of Public Works 
when the need arises. 


4, The centralization of all purchasing; an excellent example 
here would be that all gasoline used is now taken from the 
common pump at the Pine Street yard. 


I would like to thank all of those who have aided in many 
ways throughout the past year. In particular, I would like to 
thank the newly created Board of Public Works, who upon 
taking office in March of 1957, automatically initiated the Pub- 
lic Works Department as it functions today. Their cooperation 
at all times has been excellent. I also extend my appreciation 
to the personnel of the Public Works Department for their full 
cooperation during this merger, to the respective foremen of 
what were formerly the Tree, Park and Cemetery Departments 
and their personnel. 

It is impossible for me to name all the various boards and 
department heads that have aided me greatly over the year. I 
do want, however, to thank the Recreation Committee of Stone- 
ham for their capable planning and supervision of the Town’s 
recreational program.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 
To The Board of Public Works: 


Gentlemen: 

The report of the Recreation Committee for the year 1957 
is as follows: 

During the summer school vacation period, the usual play- 
ground program was conducted under the supervision of Rober* 
Millett and fourteen instructors. The program included tennis in- 
struction, swimming instruction, softball league, outdoor basket- 
ball, volley ball, horseshoes, and arts and crafts. Tennis instruc- 
tion was given three mornings a week with an enrollment of 
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eighty nine pupils. Swimming instructions were given at the 
M.D.C. Pool two mornings a week. Bus transportation was 
provided for the swimming classes and every day for general 
swimming. 


Two playground instructors were in attendance at each: of 
the following playgrounds, a man and a woman at each field 
from 8a.m. to 12 noon and from 1 p.m. to 5 p.m.: Pomeworth, 
A. P. Rounds, Robin Hood, Colonial Park, East School, South 
School, and Steele. 


The softball tournament was won by Robin Hood Play- 
ground. 


For the younger children, sandboxes, pails and shovels, 
coloring books and crayons, and games were furnished. 


The season was closed with a field day at Pomeworth 
Playground with all playgrounds participating and refreshments 
served. 


The baseball diamonds, both regular and Little League size, 
were in constant use from April through August with regularly 
scheduled games being conducted every evening of the week, 
plus many Saturdays and Sundays.

STONEHAM RECREATION COMMITTEE 
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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Stoneham: 

The Board of Selectmen, Fred A. Schneider, Donald J. Mor- 
rison, William M. Mackay, Stanley D. Wood and Lawrence F. 
Hurley, was elected for a term of one year on March 4, 1957. 
On Tuesday, March 5, 1957, after being sworn by the Town 
Clerk, the Board met and organized as follows: Mr. Schneider, 
chairman; Mr. Hurley, secretary; Mr. Wood, disburser of vet- 
erans benefits. 

Winthrop A. McCarthy was re-appointed clerk of the Board 
for a term of one year, and Audrey C. Rice was re-appointed 
secretary of the Board. Henry W. Bickum was re-appointed to 
the Board of Registrars of Voters for a term of three years. 


Frederick H. Mahoney was appointed to the Board of Ap- 
peal for a term of three years, and William L. Curran and 
John E. Shaughnessy were named associate members for a term 
of one year each. Other appointments by the Selectmen for a 
term of one year each were as follows: Kenneth A. Currie, Es- 
quire, Town Counsel; Garvis C. Young, animal inspector, field 
driver and dog officer; Norman A. LeBlanc, Town weigher; 
John C. Nelson, lock-up keeper; Wallace C. Dunbar, inspector 
of veterans graves; William L. Curran, director of veterans ser- 
vices, agent for the disburser of veterans benefits and burial 
agent; Bernard H. Corbett, building and wire inspector; Thomas 
M. Graham, measurer of leather; J. Algernon Forbes, sealer of 
weights and measures. 


Your Board of Selectmen and Town Counsel, at various 
times during the past year, upon notification by the State De- 
partment of Public Utilities, attended several hearings at the 
State House on proposed rate increases by the public utility 
companies and on service curtailment by the transportation 
companies. After curtailment of bus service on week day nights 
and Sundays between Stoneham and Sullivan Square, Boston, 
in November 1957, your Selectmen, with Representative Theo- 
dore J. Vaitses, petitioned the Department of Public Utilities 
for a public hearing to show why there is need and necessity 
for additional bus service in the Town of Stoneham. 

To provide bus service for citizens of the Town after the 
November curtailment, your Board conferred with officials of 
the Hudson Bus Lines, Inc., who cooperated generously by ex- 
tending service from Stoneham to Sullivan Square from 7:35 
P.M. to 11:35 P.M. on week day nights beginning December 
9, 1957. 

Two resolutions were adopted by the Selectmen during the 
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past year which are mentioned herewith.- Opposition was reg- 
istered in the Congress of the United States, through the office 
of Congressman Torbert H. Macdonald, against the so-called 
Harris Bill, which, if passed, would tend to increase natural 
gas prices by the lessening of control over the pricing of nat- 
ural gas. The other resolution, forwarded to our State Senator 
and Representatives from the 22nd Middlesex District calling 
for the adoption of suitable legislation to retain so-called sex- 
offenders in institutions until cured. 


The Board of Selectmen was represented at Newton in 
April and May of last year at conferences called by Mayor 
Howard Whitmore, Jr., to consider problems of the so-called 
Metropolitan Area. Problems of this large suburban area are 
many and varied and those which pertain to Stoneham are 
being explored. 


The financial outlook for the Town of Stoneham for 1958 
is not as bright as last year. Assessed valuation of the Town 
increased $1,300,000 in 1957 as compared to the previous year. 
The tax rate decrease from $64 to $62 last year was due large- 
ly to this extraordinary jump in assessed valuation. Such an 
increase cannot be expected in 1958. 


The report of the Town Accountant shows surplus funds of 
$424,512.98 and a Stabilization Fund of $135,479.70. The surplus 
funds include the Excess and Deficiency Account containing 
$279,439.94 and the Water Surplus Account of $144,834.54. The 
Excess and Deficiency Account recovered from last year’s de- 
cline, due to transfers in 1956 and 1957 of more than a quarter 
of a million dollars, when approxrmately $175,000 was credited 
to the account at the close of business on December 31, 1957. 
The Excess and Deficiency Account presently is nearly $100,000 
greater than it was a year ago. However, revenues from the 
Commonwealth in 1957 were $23,000 greater than estimated at 
Town Meeting time last year. In 1958 the estimated revenue 
from the State is $7,000 less than last year while the charges 
by the State, County and Metropolitan District Commission 
will be $7,000 more than in 1957. This adds to a net loss to. 
the Town of $14,000. The Water Surplus Account is $7,000 less 
than was contained in the account last year. 

The debt statement of the Town shows slight WHnTuern ent 
over last year. Outstanding debt as of January 1, 1958 totalled. 
$2,767,000 as compared to $2,801,000 a year ago. The slight dif- 
ference of $34,000 is due to the fact that the Town paid off 
debt in the amount of $245,000 last year as compared to new 
1957 loans of only $211,000. The total debt of $2,767,000 re-. 
duced by ..629,000 due from the State for School Building 
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Assistance leaves a net debt of $2,138,000. The per capita debt 
is $133.62 which is approximately $18.56 higher than the aver- 
age of cities and towns in the 10,000-25,000 population class. 

In conclusion the Selectmen take this opportunity to ex- 
press thanks to all Town officers, boards and committees for 
their assistance and cooperation in the administration of town 
affairs during the past year.

The Planning Board organized for 1957 with Mr. Peter P. 
Savelo as Chairman, Wilbur Avery as Secretary, and Marcus 
V. Brewster, Louis P. Vacca, Millard D. Taylor as members. 
Mrs. Gertrude B. Mortensen earned the Board’s gratitude for 
her efficient work throughout the year as office clerk. 

The year continued to be a busy one from the standpoint 
of sub-division and development of land in several parts of 
Town, and applications for many “approval not required” sig- 
natures by the Board. During the year Marcus V. Brewster 
resigned and the vacancy on the Board was filled at a joint 
meeting of the Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen by 
the interim appointment of Mr. Thomas Leahy of Beacon Street. 

Thirty-four meetings were held throughout the year for 
the many requests for meetings of miscellaneous nature. In 
addition to the 34 above meetings, five Public Hearings were 
held for the following sub-division developments: 

D’Annolfo Bros., a development off Windsor Road and 
Sheffield Road. 


Oak Ridge Realty, a development off Spring Street called 
Cardinal Road. 


Stoneham Building Corp., a development off North Street 
called Phillip Park III. 


C. Faraci, a development off Forest Street called Rhuland 
Road. 


Peter Vacca, a development off MacArthur Road, called 
Peters Drive. 
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In addition to the above plans, 53 plans were submitted to 
the Board for signatures on “approval not required” basis. 
Eight others of this type that were submitted were rejected.
